CONVICTS AS ROAD BUILDERS 



Need for Cooperation Between State 
Hiflhway and Stale Prison De- 
partments is Outlined. 

"The Ptate highway dopartmont 
should hire rnnvicts from the state 
prison department ta exactly the same 
way as it would hire tree laborers, 
and at the same price per day. Dur- 
ing the hours of work the men should 
not he tlieiiftht of as convicts, but sim- 
ply as employees of the highway de- 
partment. .No payment should be made 
for a single hour not worked and a 
man discharged should be removed at 
once and permanently, while the high- 
way department have no re- 
sfmnsibillty tor nor aatborlty over the 
convicts at any time nor in any man- 
ner pxcect to conduct their work or 
to discharge them." 

This need for co-opcratlon between 
the state highway and state prison 
departmenU is strongly urged in a 
report made to the New York state 
hlRhway department by David .1. Shor- 
er, who was in charge of ih-- < onvict 



road work in Green county. New Y'ork. 



during the summer of 1914. 

Mr. Shorer's practical experience 
has deaamstfated the importance of 

the recmnaiaklatlon for co-operation 
between the highway and prison de- 
partments in conducting convict road 
work, which the national committee 
on prisons and prison labor has ad- 
vocated for a number of years and has 
been instrumental in embodjring into 
the laws of the state of West Vie- 
ginia. 

The work in (Jreen county, Xew 
York, was carried on under most dif- 
ficult conditions. The men arrived at 
the camp before the organization and 
equipment were completed. They 
were sent there without regard to 
their suitability for the work and al- 
mof!t one-fourth were totally iini'.^ nn.l 
bad to be retnrneil to the prison. Ar- 
rangements fi r f.- "ling the men were 
unsatisfactory, while winter made effi- 
cient work impossible folly two weeks 
before they were resBOved from the 
camp. 

In spite of these difficulties Mr. 
Shorer reports that, taking the 60 con- 
victs who were ri-tained at the camp, 
and comparing them with &1 civilians 
also woridng at the camp, the con- 
victs avoaged better than the civil*

The idea which he ex- 
presses is this: that while about him 
is his little encampment, all unpre- 
pared to meet Ksau and his four hun- 
dred men of -.var. yet abOTO htm Is 
God's army for his defense. 

The other instance is referred to in 
the Thirty-fourth Psalm: "The sagel 
of the Lord eneampeth around about 
them that fear him, and deliveretb 
them." This Psalm seems to have 
been written when Uavid was fleeing 
from Saul. The night would bring its 
t'Trors for the little company which 
Mas with him. but his faith saw the 
monntalnaYaD oC God's chariots, and 
expressed Itsett In the words we hare 
quoted. It win be noted that he re- 
fer.s to the angel of the Lord who Is 
at the head of the heav< nly array, but 
his words Include the vast multitude 
which camps about the saint. 

In this age the question may be 
raised as to wheOier such a truth has 
any importance for us; indeed some 
may even feel that to speak nf ange'.s 
puts a barrier between us aud God. 
But if we will understand that these i 
are simply his messengers fulfilling 
the voice of his word, the difSculty 
vanishes. We have in mind a couple 
of incidents which show that this 
tnith may become ot Tital coneera in 
times of danger. 

For example, the biographer of Mrs 
John Scudder. wife of the famous mis 
sionary to India, tells of a most Inter 
estiog experience in her life. With 
her ddldren she was beias carried 
through the Jungle by natiro be a r er s. 
The tent had been pitched for the 
tiiglu ami this frail woman with her 
babes was looking to her servants for 
protection; but as twilight deepened, 
the roar of lions and tigers began 
sounding through the jungle and 
struck terKNT into the hearta. oC the 
men. One after anothw took to fll^t, 
lesTlng this mtsmajk and her children 
alone among the wild beasts. She 
prayed to God for protection and it 
was granted her. That her danger 
was real is shown by the fact that she 
heard the lions and tigors snUBng 
aboat ke^teat la the nl^; aat yet 
no paw was raised against her, and 
when the morning dawned her chil- 
dren were sleeping in peace and safety. 
Her biographer suggests an explana- 
tion which is worthy of attention. He 
says: "There was an inner circle; for 
'the angel of the Lord eneasapeth 
aronad aboat them that fSar him aad 
deltvereth fheaL"* 

Again this subject Is suggested In 
the last entry found in the journal of 
that Christian soldier. Chinese Gor- 
don. As is well known, he lost his life 
In the Bi^ of Khartum. The re- 
enforeements came all too late, hat 
nevertheless the faith of this man did 
not fail. He says In his closing entry. 
"The hosts are with us — Mahanaim." 
It is Jacob's old word, and shows that 
the faith of this Christian hero realized 
that God had sent his angels. It is 
true that Gordon lost his life; but 
could lay It down in the eoalldeaee 
that It waa aot because God had left 
him without protection, but that la 
the wisdom of his heavealy Father h|s 
death was permitted.

Some -Farmers Discouraged Because 
of Lateness in Getting Threshing 
Done — Disk Is l-lsndy Tool. 

In all probability some who planned 
to sow wheat lUa fhU are about to 
glTo it up owing to the lateness of the 
season in getting the threshing done. 
To be sure, it is better to plow early 
for wheat if you can, but if you can- 
not, then do the next best thing— plow 
as soon as poesible. It would help in 
getthig % good aeedbad to doahtodialc 
the gronnd before plowing; then plow 
Are or six inohes deep and follow wttti 
disk and corrugated crusher alternate- 
ly several times. The most fields now 
ha VP r]uite a crop of weeds and grass 
which will tend to make air spaces in 
the seedbed. Wheat will not hold well 
through the winter in a seedbed that 
contains air spacea. Moot people do 
not think of a disk as in any way 
connecting with compacting the 
ground, but it is more effective ilk 
biting in air spaces than any other 
tool.
